In response to the Office Action dated July 29, 2002, please amend the above-identified 
application as follows: 

IN THE SPECIFICATION; 

A speed of rotation of 30,000 revolutions per minute (rpm), which is representative of the 

normal speed of rotation of a turbopump, makes it possible to produce electricity at a high 

frequency and reach a frequency having the same order of magnitude as that required without 

requiring the presence of a complicated frequency converter from low frequency to the required 

high frequency. In industrial applications/ it is known that frequency converters present a large 

amount of mass and also suffer from the drawback of poor energy efficiency for an induction 


heating system.
